This letter is to announce the intent of METCA to resume publishing 
as a monthly trade token newsletter under the auspices of a new editor- 
publisher, Bary D. Bender, METCA #3. 





This project is being undertaken because of the numerous queries by 
collectors and non-collectors alike, who wish to see METCA resume public- 
ation. 


While in the care of the past editors and publishers, Ray and Rita 
Nadreau, METCA proved to be an extremely popular and viable monthly mer- 
chant token publication, complementing the major national publication 
(TAMS), yet fulfilling a need for more emphasis on merchant tokens. 


As the new editor-publisher my initial intent is to fill that void 
collectors have experienced since December, 1975, when Ray and Rita 
terminated this publication, by resuming publication of the monthly \. 
Trade Token Topics. My goals align with the organization's initial 
purpose, which I would like to reiterate to those who may have forgotten {i 
and to those who may be new to METCA. 


"METCA is an association formed to assist in the unification of all 
persons interested in the collection, classification, use, and preserv- 
ation of merchant tokens, to the end that this aspect of token collecting 
will be more enhanced as a hobby and bring the respective collectors of 
same into a closer token fellowship." 


Although METCA and Trade Token Topics, the official publication, will 
be devoted primarily to trade tokens, collectors of all types of tokens, 
i.e., telephone, parking, tax, soap, transportation, and others, are 
encouraged to become a part of METCA, for it is in this way, through new 
contacts and correspondence, that each of us may add to our respective 
interests. 


It is the intent, through this media, to provide news, articles of 
interest, pictorials, classifieds and topics encompassing the whole realm 
of merchant token collecting. Naturally, this publication will only be 
as good as the input it receives from the memtership, thus, articles, 
rubbings and token-related news are solicited and welcomed.

November, then, will constitute a month of regaining old membership 
as well as getting the word out to new collectors that METCA is back and 
is accepting dues for the year to come. 


Due to the number of address changes, deaths, inactive members, and 
change of interests since METCA's inception it would be adviseable if 
each person would fill out a new application form to get the roster up- 
to-date. If I fail to reach everyone that I should, please accept my 
apology. 


With the lull of the past year, and the fact I am embarking in a 
new capacity we can expect a period of adjustment during the transfer 
of responsibility. Furthermore, it will take time and patience on the 
part of all of us to regain lost membership, iron-out new«publishing 
techniques, and generally restore this publication to the popularity and 
usefulness it achieved under Ray and Rita's direction. 


As editor I will be receptive to your comments, suggestions, and | 
criticism, and, in turn, I will expect your contributions to make this 
publication beneficial to the hobby.

Knowing the tremendous growth of interest in token collecting and 
the rather new interest in postcards that complement our hobby, it is 
my intent to introduce deltiology (study of postcards) to this public- 
ation.

I will address this problem as well as other problems, i.e., 
fantasies, mavericks, indexing, and tightening the numerical membership 
roster in the early issues of 1977,

Many of the neighbors had to destroy their 
homes.

NGTES ON HISTORIC PORT HADLOCK, WASHINGTON, AND THE COMMERCIAL HOTEL 
Bud Kannenberg Metca #323 
Mr. Samuel Hadlock was born in New Hampshire in 1829. 
He was a gold miner, stock broker, sawmill builder and 
operator. In 1870 he purchased 400 acres of land from the 
Government. On this site on the Olympic Peninsula Mr. Hadlock started 





the town of Port Hadlock and was instrumental in constructing a large 
saw mill, known as the Washington Mill Co. This mill furnished lumber 
used in the building of Fort Casey, Fort Worden and Fort Flagler, part 
of the historic Puget Sound defense system. Clustered around the mill 
were bunkhouses, workers homes, the Commercial Hotel and the Hadlock 
House and misc. other establishments. 

Old timers state that the longshoremen favored the Commercial 
Hotel and the sailors the Hadlock House. 

Mr. Charles Blake has stated, "William (Billy) Niemeyer and his 
wife ran the old Commercial Hotel and whether they knew it or not, 
they had a very generous bartender. The hotel was built on a dock over 
the water. When the tide went out the longshoremen would tie a bucket 
beneath the pipe that led from the sink in the bar. The bartender 
would leave the spigot open a little and they had all the beer they 
could drink." 

William Korter later managed the Commercial Hotel and the Kortersa 
also had saloons in Port Townsend. 

The Washington Mill burned in 1913 and the town started going down 
hill. The Guilford Clam Cannery took over the Commercial Hotel. Then 
later it was taken over by the B. QO. Kem fertilizer factory, and after 
that failed, the old hotel was torn down. 

We have four Hadlock tokens in our collection: Commercial Hotel, 
Hadlock, 5¢ octag. alum., a variety of the same; a brass octag. Korter 
Bros., Port Hadlock, Wn. 5¢; and an alum. Hadlock House, 5¢.
